A Monroe County SURVEY MARKER sign was found 5 feet above grade on the east side of the utility pole at witness 
E. After finding the rebar 8” below grade, we patched the hole with cold asphalt and set a 4-1/2” long magspike on top.

The corner is approximately 30 feet north of the north edge of the cul-de-sac at the apparent end of the county- 
maintained portion of Carter Road.

PREVIOUS CERTIFICATION: Is this monument perpetuated by the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office? If not, what is the cause of 
discrepancy? 
No. There is not an approved prior Monument Record on file for this corner. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. 

In 2007, Marty James set the railroad spike at (F) at the West 1/4 Comer of Section 18-7N-2W per ties to a Graham 
survey. In 2009, Marty James accepted the railroad spike at (G) as the East 1/4 Corner of Section 13-7N-3W. The 2009 
James survey says that the railroad spike at (G) was previously set by Bledsoe Riggert Guerrettaz, but a survey showing 
the origin of the spike was not found. The railroad spike at (G) is S 58° W 7.0 feet from the railroad spike at (F). In 
2010, Matthew Badger evaluated both railroad spikes and established the corner at the westerly projection of the 
railroad spike at the center of Section 18 (C11) with the railroad spike at (F) to the range line. In March 2011, Monroe 
County Surveyor Kevin Enright witnessed the BLA rebar, but the monument was tabled by the Surveyor Review Board 
on December 13, 2011. In September 2021, Monroe County Surveyor Trohn Enright-Randolph witnessed the BLA 
rebar again, and the rebar was tabled again by the Surveyor Review Board on December 09, 2021. The Review Board 
tabled the monument both times due to lack of information about the two railroad spikes at (F) and (G). We evaluated 
all three monuments and found Badger’s analysis sound. In addition, we found that the BLA rebars at L25 and All 
have been used on subsequent surveys by Badger and Zimmer encompassing all of the property adjacent to the two 
corners and Eric Deckard accepted the Badger/BLA location of A1l1 in 2020 and used it to establish the Southwest 
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corer of the East half of the Northwest quarter of Section 18 (B11). We accepted the BLA rebar as the corner by 
common report. 


UNCERTAINTIES IN THE CORNER LOCATION DUE TO: 


Variances in the Monumentation: 4.42 feet. 

Discrepancies in the Documents: 4.42 feet. 

Inconsistencies in the lines of Occupation: None noted.

This project was referenced to the National Spatial Reference System CORS 
network using the JAVAD GNSS Data Online Processing Service (DPOS) to post-process static observations collected 
with a Javad Triumph 3 base. Reported coordinates were determined either from static, RTPK, or RTK GNSS 
observations (Javad Triumph LS Rover) or radially with a conventional total station (Nikon Nivo) from points 
established by GNSS observations. Distances obtained with GPS have not been adjusted to ground.
